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The Stery of Digipeter Rabbit -- a No Code Fable

Once upon a time, in the far-away kingdom of Radic, there was a 
Peaceful valley called Hamville, inhabited by a group of rabbits.

And while the residents F Hamville were picking 3a 
carrots a minute on a g day, in Techietown, harvests of 3a@@ carrots a 
minute were possible. Using Digipeter’s methods, and those developed by 
the ather bright, young residents, Techietawn scon became the mast 
prespereus village in the kingdam of Radia.
